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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 26, 2007, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1, 5-7, 10, 11, and 18 are pending and have been examined. Claims 2-4, 
8, 9, and 12-17 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- claims 1 , 5-7, 10, 11, and 1 8 are allowed; 

- regarding independent claims 1 and 7 the prior art of record neither alone nor 
in combination teach " first signal switching means for receiving a first 
selection signal provided by said first authentication process means and 
which indicates whether a display priority mode or a legal protect priority 
mode is set, the first selection signal indicating that the display priority mode 
is set if said second electronic transmission apparatus does not have a 
recording capability, and the first selection signal indicating that the legal 
protect priority mode is set if said second electronic transmission apparatus 
has the recording capability, 

- said first signal switching means selecting the first encrypted signal for output 
to said second electronic transmission apparatus if the display priority mode 
is set and selecting the first re- encrypted signal for output to said second 
electronic transmission apparatus if the legal protect priority mode is set, the 
first encrypted signal being supplied to said first signal switching means by 
said first communication means, the first re-encrypted signal being supplied to 
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said first signal switching means by said first encryption means " in 
combination with the other limitations recited in independent claims 1 and 7; 
- claims 5-6 and 1 0-1 1 and 1 8 are allowed because of their dependence from 
independent claims 1 and 7, respectively.
